gmiph poles stand sentry along the winel- 
Ing taiiroad, fading a Way if the distinece 
Everywhere are the scars of war. It 
may be a Incometive, misty tnd hale ite 
ered with sand, Lying in the citch where 
it plunged with ats human freight. It may 
be the skeleton of a train, deserted on a 


din of 


sitle track, burned excent for the steel 
framework of cars and trucks. "I'wtsted 
rails, Wrecked bridges, or shattered frag- 


ments. where an aninmiitien train has 
biawn up, vary the picture.

loping ponies and the inyarinhle dog trut- 
ting behind, is a sign thata village rm near. 
The larips on the station platf{irm are

For thousands the railroad provides the 
only homie, An official nay get a passen- 
ger coach or private car for himself and 
his faonly, but the proletariat—men, 
women, and chillren—are herded by 
dozens in box-cars, anybody who can 
crowd dn bemg free to pick cit a corner 
for a home (see illustration, page 568). 

fn Chitaand Verkhine-L “dinsle | hundreds 
are hitsed in hax car cites, cooking, eat- 
ing, and living in the open during the day 
and at night sleeping on rengh shelves 
which have been built into the care 

Soe are On the move, petty nearer 
Soviet Russia whenever a locomotive can 
‘be spared to pull their trains, while others 
have been waiting for months. Inelided 
in this west-buund tide are about a hun- 
drel Armeticoan artisans ench rmiantli, 
hound for Savtet Russta—‘a emeintry 
where men are free,” as they expla. 

East-hound were Jong trains carrying 
2ofoo0 Chinese refugees from ngern’s 
cack of Urea in Mongolina—wounded eal 
cheers, merchants with Riussinn wives and 
Roragan children, coohes, and an occa- 
sion Earropiean—heine transported by 
Soviet Russia back to China. 

At night every-spare spot in the railroad 
stattions—tables, benches, the thled flor, 
the platform outside when the weather is 
good—furnishes a bel, Women maf 
mler blankets with babies and children: ; 
soldiers with rifles and mess kits under 
their arms, and travelers with their stale 
bread, pans, ad bundles snore contenterdly 
in the fetid atmesphere, 

Even the hotels have cracked under the 
strain; but the weary host that sleeps in 
the stations lacks the few kopecks needed 
for a cot a the dilapidated, dirty, and 
overcrowdel hestelries, 

In Verkhne-(odinsk we nminagerd to get 
a hire room with two broken tron beds in 
the only hotel for 32 cents.a day, the Chi- 
nese proprietor a few hours later asking 
an RaVvAnce parment of 10 cents to boy 
nik and medieme for his little recd- haired 
Russian gir-wite, She sent in two glosses 
ot vit for the travelers, A Russian be- 
lieves 1 in dividing when he has anything: 

“We've had Ungern and Semenov and 
now we hiave the tovarishchi, and the 
good Lord only knows what we'll have 
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next,” said dme woman. “Semenov gave 
slots i beatings, and his Cossacks with 
whips kept hack the crowds when the 
Americans were giving away the supplies, 
bit we could ae stynothing to cat. Lt the 
Aunerican Red ‘Cross Fc) not been here, 
we wold the nuked now.” 

She wore a Red Cross sleeveless sweater 
above a patched skirt; the baby had a 
knitted cap pulled over its ears, themgh it 
was aummer, aid a barefoot boy was 
decked ont in a pair of army trousers cut 
down to fit his short legs. 

Ome Sunday the children fron all the 
schools were marshaled for a parade. 
For dave the newspapers tral been print- 
ityr stirring at! wals to evervybady to con- 
tribute a mite for those whose frail bodies 
were less alle to withstand the hardships 
af life, Most of them were barefoot and

Of 
glistening Pentelic marble, with roof and 
doors of gold, it stood from the time «af 
Demitian to that of Charlemagne, a tert 
ple so rich that Martial cried gaily that 
Jupiter himself Would be bankrupt when 
he paid for his new house, even if he sold 
all Olympus, Soon after, Jupiter is 
evicted, his day is done. 

Through the centuries the temple frit- 
ters away pathetically, a hit here, a bie 
there, A needy emperor strips the gold 
feliefs from its doots.a Vandal conqueror 
stenls tuilt its golden ties, a Pope (THono- 
Tis). appropriates the rest to the huild- 
ing of St. Peter's Charch, 

After Charlemagne, the hill becomesa 
fortress for warring nobles, the nobles 
whe raised those beautiful towers that 
ailorn Rome today. The stones of tet 
ble ad citwlel make tts defenses, and 
later go to build the Villa Medici ancl the 
Church of Santa Marin dell’ Anima,

THE BEGINNING OF THE PAYAL STATES 

The sacrifices pass, the emperors. grow 

feeble, the work! accepts the Christian 
faith, the bishop of Kore becomes a 
mighty power, At first the rule ts sprr- 
tual alone, the kingdom is tet of this 
earth: at first he is only a gentle teacher 
promising eternal joy, The Years go on; 
ye is more a ruler, Jess a priest, The 
ancient kings of Rome were also. Pontifex 
Alaxamms (High Priest); the Pontifex 
Maxims now will le a king. 
We find a Roman prefect offering to 
become a Christian if he cain thus be munele 
hishop of Rome; we get a glimpse of bis 
power. Later another prefect does em- 
brace Christianity, becomes monk and 
pope (Gregory the Great), and forbids 
other hishops to be known as pope 
(papayas had been customary. He fixes 
the ecclesiastical supremacy of Rome. 

Ower the Alps comes again and again 
the Gothic invader, 

There is constant trafficking and bar- 
gaining, mich dissolute living and open 
crime. Rome, froma cite of over a mil- 
lion inhabitants, goes down through the 
ages until she has scarcely a thousand : 
until her temples and churches, her great 
hasilivas and palaces, te ruined at the foot 
of her hills. 

With the fifteenth century she begins 
to revive aind, althongh there is still con- 
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stant strife hefore her, she attins a pras- 
perity as the seat. of rape « Vicar she 
coukl nit iknow as a political wer, 
Pilgrims come from afar to her iain 
roved penitents-seck peace and grace there, 
and eich leaves rich gifts on her altars 
and in her hospices. 

WHEN [fOrE AND FATRICIAN WERE RIVALS 

Is ADORNING THE CITY 

This-is a time of building, and from tt 
are the many great churches, the henuti- 
full piazei, the palaves to which we go to- 
day. They are much changed, restored, 
altered, but they speak to us of the Rome 
of the Middle Apes and of the Renats- 
sance, the day when pope and patricmn 
rivaled each other in. adorning their city. 
That was a day of luxury almost.as great 

as in the time of Imperial Rome, but more 
cautious, An amusing story may illus- 
trate it. 

Leo X, patron of art, was frequently in 
his banker's debt, ‘This banker, Agostino 
Chigi, was of kindred tastes, hut longer 
purse, anc they were the best of friends. 
Chigt invited the Pope «ne day to a ban- 
quet in his pergola ty the Tiber. and) as 
each course was finished: the gold and 
silver plate on which it was.servel was 
tossed nonchalantly over the wall mite the 
river. 

The Pope's eyes grew big. but there 
was nothing te le sail or deme: he ool 
not hope to equal his rival here; 

The supper ended, the Pope and his 
tram departed: Chigi's servants lifted the 
silver af re the golden urns and gob- 
lets, from the net in which they had been 
catght! 

Of all these popes, Sixtus Vin his brief 
fee years did mest for the Rome we 
know, leaving her as she remained until 
ryo, wher a great increase in population 
(it is new abut 600,050; in 1870 it was 
not hali that) and a new eri of Latibiling 


THE HRIDGES OF THE THER 

We mst cross the river and we hove 
choice of many bridges (twelve, | think), 
hut the two mest popular are the Ponte 
Palatine, for its wew of the Ponte Rotto 
and the island, and the Bridge of the 
Angels, leading to the Costh of St.

THE VICTOR EMMANUEL MONUMENT 


From the Pincio we look straight dawn 
the Corso to Victor Emrmanuel’s great 
monument, reared agamet the Capitulne 
Lill (see page G25 ). 

A popular American lecturer advises 

his hearers “to think in big figures.” 
That advice has ever heen totally super- 
Huns in Rome. Iler cireuses, her Col- 
ossenm, her palaces, liver trinmphs, ber 
hanquets, were the biggest of their kind; 
her temples were huge, her churches the 
largest in Christendom. Modern Rome's 
Palaeen delle Finanre covers thirty thou- 
sani sqgare yards, “the largest treasury 
in, Europe for the least trensure™; this 
pTeat, censive monument to Vietor Eam- 
raantel I] is the largest of its kind in the 
world, 
Tt seems ent of expo there, against the 
Capatoline Hill But, then, everything is 
out of place there, The saddle between 
the two horis ts a magnificent square, the 
Piazza del Catnpidoghio. (see page G10), 
At right and feft are palaces, the Capito- 
line Museuni and the Conservatori, while 
across the endl stretches the Palazzo del 
Seratore, shutting out all wew of the 
Porum, which was nethmg bit a quarry 
When the palace was erected, in 1150. 

On the sunny paverent of the piazea 
Marcus Aurelits rides his bronze horse 
communiingly. Of nfl the many equies- 
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trian statues of ancient Rome, this alone 
survives, Christinn Rome accepting: it as 
a partrait of Constantine, respecting it 
when Roman marble was berg horned 
for line and ancient Bronze was being 
melted cewn. 

Michael Angelo set up the statue here 
(1535), bringing it from the piazzn of 
the lateran, 

Mat this square is too modern for such 
aicient memories. What one sees here is 
Roenzi, a fallen idol, waning a full hour 
for the people iu strike him down. Niow 
he also tas a leone statue in the pretty 
imirden on the hill.

The Church of St. John, or San Gio 
vanni, is one of Rome's five “patriarchal” 
churches of which the Pope is direct head 
atid to whose congregitions all Christians 
throughout the world once were accredited. 
They have abvnyvs been greatly venernter! 
ancl, along with Santa Croce and San Se- 
bastiane. above the catacombs of the Vie 
\opia, form the “seven churches of 
Rome,” better known to pilgrims than the 
far-famed seven hills, Thev are stil the 
notable churches of Rome, the statchest, 
richest, and holiest, although the Pope 
comes to them no more. Fesides St. 
Ton, they are St. Paeul-and St. Lorenzo, 
beth without the walls, St. Peter's and 
Santa Maria. Magriore. 

st, John, like the other great churches, 
was founded by Constantine to please 
Saint Sylvester, then bishop of Rome.

\ HISTORIC ceremony, of especial 


_ A tional Geographic Society, took 
place at Arlington’ National Cemetery 
April 6, 1922, when a memorial erected 
by the Society at. the 
Admiral Robert KE. Peary, U.S. N,, was 
nnvelled upon the thirteenth anniversary 
vf Peary’s discovery of the North Pole, 

Not since the Armistice Day fimeral 
of the unknown hero, who ts buried at 
the entrance to t= amphitheater, has such 
a notable assemblage been present at Ar- 
Hngton as that which honered the man 
who reached the top of the world, goal 
of intrepid Arctic explorers for many 
centuries.

Aretic exploration in the past three hun- 
dred yeurs, and had followed Peary in his

twenty-three years of brutal hard labor, 
with cold, hunger, and durkivess, tinding 
snow and dazsling Arctic light, with ter- 
rifle wind and inipassable water and prob- 
alle death before him, thanked Grol that 
the will of thre oan had prover stronger 
tim the forces of nature. 

“Por twenty-three years, through dis- 
couragemunt and opposition, and liv labor 
superhumiin that would have worn out the 
courage of rnost men, he fitted out expe- 
dition after expedition, and turled his 
money, time, and enérgy against the -al- 
most impreenible fortress of the North. 
The result was the discovery of Melville 
ani! Heilprin Lands anil a solution of the 
long-lisputed question whether Green- 
land was an island; much new knowledlye 
af the Arctic Highlanders wes obtained :

at last, at the age of 53, he reached the 
North Pole, the gonl for three hundred 
years of daring dreamers. The «diseov- 
ery of the Pore proved that the spirit cf 
man is indomitable in its strugghe with 
physical obstacles and the price of im- 
mer tality 1S puuir.

Acres [aid 
hare |ny careless fires constitute cne- 
fourth of the city’s area, and the remain- 
der is for the most part covered by 
unpainter|, weather-stained houses with 
rotting window Jattices above and small, 
ditty shops beneath, Mosques tnd tombe 
are dusty and neglected, 

Yet, in sith 2 all this, Stamboul re- 
tins its magic of a uniujuely situated city, 
und from afar has still a sisnisty Har 
incomparable. Tt is seen at its ‘best in 
that famous approach from the sea to the 
Golden Horn, m which is reflected, as in 
a bright mirror, the city of Constantine, 
of Justitizn and Theodora, of ‘Mheodostus 
and Mohammed 11, with an effect so un- 
familiarly lovely that it is like an artist's 
dream in which minarets and preat domes 
seem to float abowe. the mist.

A CITY OF THRER SEPARATE PARTS 


Constantinople's geographical positron 
has made her sanguinary history, for she 
controls a highréad.of commerce between 
Asta and Europe, and Namre herseli 
planned the ports. he city is divider! 
into three separated quarters, Stamlsul 
and Pera-Golata le on the Muropean side, 
the Golilen Horn between them, and 
scutarr stunts on the Asiatic sule, across 
the Bosporns. Like outstretched arms, 
the two straits:come wp from the Sea of 
Marrmora to the south (see map, p. 650). 

Galata and Pera are the European 
quarter, opposite Stambonl, where the 
representatives of foreign powers have 
long mamtamed ther embassies and 
homes. Onee the suburbs of Stamboul, 
this part of the city was known as [ustin- 
janapoels until the Genoese made it into 
an Italian town and fortified it with walls 
and many towers, one of which, the 
Galata Fire Tower, still stands, a lofty 
loakout station frum which fires are re- 
aba and signals flashed to ships after 
dark.

On both sides of the bridge ore docks: 
for small steamers that take commuters 
hack and forth between the Golden Horn 
and Scuturi, the fifteen stutions of the 
Bosporus, and the Princes Islands, At 
Tash hours these efficiently operate! boats 
are as packed asa New York ferrv. 

Many of the commmuters are the pros- 
pecrcrits ‘Greeks and Turks. who naintain 
snmmer- homes for their families on the 
Princes Islatels, acm hour or more away. 

Passengers hound fer Seutiri are 
chiefly the poorer class of Turks ond 
wealthy Arimeniin lusiness. men, 

The Bosperms lonts carry the largest 
crowds momng and evening beratse of 
the popularity of the beautital villa see-

On these bonts are Turkish bankers, 
British tobacco merchants, English gov- 
emmestes, aril French offteers, the lntter 
availing themselves: of the bench marked 
“Bor the ust of the officers of the Allies.” 
And even if there are. no officers alnsard, 
n civilian ts not permitted to occupy this 
besiel, 

All Constantinople ts new safe for 
fervigners except, perhaps,certain parts 
of Sentart, against which Enropean 
wothen are warned at tight, 

Lf anything of the real Turkey isto be: 
seen, Pera toust be abanconedt tor Stam- 
boul. In this ancient. cty, which was 
Byzantium and New Rome, the mosques, 
colter-houses, tirdchs (domed tombs), 
rire funmmtnins remind one, even im their 
dilapidation, of the city’s past days of 
greatness. 

Althongh the hotises are nearly all con- 
structed of wood, they are never partes, 
for the Turks have a theory that if their 
property looks prosperous their taxes will 
be increased. So the window lattices 
crumble and fall, the boarils sag, the 
shingles warp, and nothing ts repaired, 
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The population is imactive and 
looks ciscourazred.

As iw Pera, Russtan refugees 
are evervwhere,. selling. flowers, 
kewpre dolls, ol paimtings of Con- 
stantinople, cakes mond trinkets, 
honks and newspapers printed in 
Russian. They sleep in the open 
streets and on the steps of the 
mosques, “Theey loaf, lees, work 
when they can find a job, and 
sometimes: sol with hunger.

The refugee situation is heart- 
breaking, but has been greatly 
amelorated by the activities of the 
American Rel Cross anc the Near 
Fast Reliet. 
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The Red Cress hos established 147 In- 
stitutions, given a: dinner a day to thou- 


aanids, clothed ten thousand men and. 


unmtimbercd woamer anl children, and 
equipped a hospital and traming school 
fier nites, 

The Near Bast Relief has opened two 
hospitals and fity children’s clinics; supe 
plied visiting nurses and work for hun- 
dreds of refugee women, established five 
Armenan, six Greek, and many Kissin 
camps, and place $4,000 children in or- 
phanages and tuberculosis hospitals, Fe- 
sides, this organization has sent enormous 
fool supplies to devastated areas, 

Refugees have poured inte Copstarnti- 
nope in -werttable rivers. ot humanity. 
Populations of entire villnges—(Greeks, 
Armenians, Russians, Jews, Turks, Geor- 
cians, Axerhaljans—hove reached the city 
penniless, there to live in open streets, mm 
camps, on the ruined walls, in huts made 
of boxes, im discarded army tents, 

Their numbers are appalling. [For m- 
stance, 58,000 Russians alone came to 
Constantinople up ote Oetoher, rao. 
Most of them came down with Wrangel’s 
army from the Crimea, packed so tightly 
in small beats that some of then died and 
ethers were born, moan upright position. 
ATl but 45,080 0f these haye been. sent 
away inte Reena acl Bulgaria, where 
there may be fowl for them, Those re- 
maining hawe lived as they could. 

One enterprising young refuger put elec- 
tric lights in the Kasilica Cistern, to the 
left of Sancta Sophia, and now charges 
half ‘Turkrsh pound to row visitors once 
around the beautifal dim spaces, ‘This 
cistern was built by Constantine the Great 
and contains 33h pillars. |
